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to indulgence, the Collectors of Revenue ſha!l have obtained your Licenſe 
for temporary forbearance, or for the abſolute remiſſion of any part of our 
Rents or Revenues; and we alſo direct, that ſuch Licenſe do ſpecify the 
reaſon for every indulgence or remiſſion, the Name of the Perſon to whom 
made, the groſs Amount of the Farm rented, and the ſpecifick Sum or Sums 


received for, or in lieu of the whole; and it is our further Pleaſure, that a 


;egular Account be kept of all Sums finally remitted to Renters, and that 
you tranſmit ſuch Account to us annually, under the head of Abatements to 
Farmers, accompanied with the general Rent-roll of the Broyinces, for the 


Year in which ſuch abatements may be made. 


XXXV. 


We direct, that you immediately cauſe the ſtricteſt enquiry to be made into 
all Oppreſſions which may have been committed either againſt the Natives or 
Europeans, and into all Abuſcs that may have prevailed in the Collection of 
the Revenues, or any part of the Civil Government of the Preſidency ; and 
that you communicate to Us all Information which you may be able to 
obrain relative thereto, or to any Diſſipation or Embezzlement of the Com- 
pany's Money: And that you ſo ſoon as poſſible form ſuch Regulations, as 
ſhall ſeem moſt effectual for the Remedy thereof, and for regulating the 
Police of the Country; paying the greatcſt' Attention therein to the Pro- 
tection and Welfare of the Natives, and to his! Majeſty's en Subjects, 


as well as to the Intereſt of the Company.

As all the Company's buſineſs which can conyeniently be performed by 
Contract, is ſo performed in Bengal; we have only to direct, that all Con-

they have not been annulled by the before-mentioned Act of Parliament, or
